First Operation 
On Summerfallow 

(From Lethbridge Experimental 
Station) 

The first operation in the spring in 
the preparation of a summerfallow is 
possibly more important than th« 
succeeding ones and there is no haiv 
and fast rule as to what is the right 
implement to use. 

Grasshoppers are the only insects 
which need be considered in this con¬ 
nection. Entomologists recommend a 
shallow cultivation early in the spring 
to bring egg pods to the surface where 
they will be exposed to the drying ac 
tion of the sun and wind. A ligkl 
single discing at high speed will do a 
good job; although a disc should be us¬ 
ed for this purpose only nhere there i: 
sufficient stubble or other trash t. 
make its operation safe from a soil 
drifting standpoint. 

From the point of view of moisture 
conservation, tee elimination of wee 
growth is now known to be the most 
important consideration. Years ago, it 
was observed that yields were higher 
on land that had been kept free of 
we~ds through the entire fallowing 
season. A dust mulch is never justi¬ 
fied as it encourages soil drifting. Ar 
endeavour should always be made U 
keep the surface soil in a slightly 
lumpy or granular condition rathe- 
than in a fin - powdery form—or well 
protected with a trash covering. 

Consider all points in connection 
with your "own particular circumstan¬ 
ces. Start fallowing with the first 
growth of weeds to kill them before 
they waste v aluable soil moisture. Cul 
tivute only as needed tc/ prevent weed 
growth. Keep as much trash on th 
surface as possible and keep the soil 
where it belongs. This seems to be 
the essence of good fallowing. 

What About Wheat 
If War Develops 

(From Wheat Pool Budget) 

Hitler’s coup in Europe recentlj 
made a little impression on the wheat 
market. Of greater importance than 
that was a report that Germany would 
take 55 million bushels of wheat fion 
Argentina in exchange ‘for machinery. 
If that trade actually materializes, . 
heavy load will be lifted off the Soutl 
American nation. Biazil usually buy 
40 million bushels from Argentina. Al¬ 
ready 23 million bushels have been 
shipped, and if Germany and Spair- 
take 60 million bushels of Argentin 
wheat and leave less than 180 million 
bushels to provide for carryover am 
nine months exports. 

If war should develop, and this pol¬ 
icy seems more imminent with the pas¬ 
sing weeks, it might take some time 
before wheat tfrices make much up¬ 
ward progress. When the Great War 
broke out in 1914 wheat prices were 
substantially under a dollar. They 
then rose until the average price was 
$1.13. The world today can produce 
wheat far more abundantly than it 
could 25 years ago and the supplies 
available today are tremendous com¬ 
pared with those existing in 1914. 

Hitler has ’written countries of 
Europe asking whether they consider 
themselves menaced by Germany. 
These replies are expected to be used 
n Hitler’s reply to Roosevelt. Nations 
replying that they did not feel men¬ 
aced are said to include Finland, 
Switzerland, the Netherlands, Lithu¬ 
ania, Sweden, Denmark and Norway.

Producers’ Place on 
Marketing Boards 

Hon. E. C. Manning States 
That Producers Will Be in the 
Majority on Marketing 

Boards 

Producers will be in the majority on 
the marketing boards to be established 
in Alberta under the marketing act 
passed at the recent session of the leg¬ 
islature, Hon. E. C. Manning, minister 
of trade and industry, has stated. 

An.amendment made to the bill just 
before the House prorogued was as 
follows: 

“The majority of the persons ap¬ 
pointed as the members of any mar¬ 
keting board to administer any such 
scheme, shall be persons who are at 
the time of such appointment*engag¬ 
ed in the production of the natural 
products to which the sceme relates.” 

As each board will be composed of 
not more than five members, the act 
as passed means that at least three 
must be producers, said Mr. Manning. 

It is expected that there will be an 
announcement soon regarding the 
personnel of the provincial marketing 
board of five members, only one of 
which has as yet been appointed, this 
being the chairman, G. A. Clash.

experience that a halt, even of a few minutes, in any town, 
means money spent in the town. 

But it is not so much for the benefit of the transient 
tourist, as for the convenience of the district trade that a- 
rest room is desirable, and even necessary.

The town council has been giving this matter considera¬ 
tion, but it seems a pity to let time slip by without provid¬ 
ing such a convenience. It is becoming a very important 
factor in any woman’s choice of a pleasant place to shop.

Each traveller’s dollar or 10 dollars, 
or the silver folind in the merchant’s 
till during the season, mky seem insig¬ 
nificant—and yet, in the aggregate, 
the $300,000,000 whkK tourists spent 
in Canada last year was almost as 
great a sum as that obtained from all 
mines; greater than the worth of all 
dairy products and of livestock; si£. 
times as much as the return from 
poultry, and half as much as the entire 
return from all held crops, east and 
west, in Canada. 

More over, the toqyist dollar is even 
more valuable than the mining dollar, 
for instance. The traveller does not 
exhaust the natural resources of the 
country—he is another consumer for 
the farmer to supply, another custo¬ 
mer for the manufacturer to serve;

Gordon Blair of Granum, was the 
speaker on international night at Ky- 
. tary, giving a well assembled outline 
of President'Roosevelt’s recovery pro¬ 
gram. He spoke particularly of the 
Social Security Act and the Tennessee 
Valley authority (T.V.A.) 

The “Security” as planned for peo¬ 
ple over 65 years of age unable to pro¬ 
vide for themselves, is a Social Insur¬ 
ant-^ The laboring people are to pay 
out of their earnings, a Certain amount 
which will produce by investment, an 
amount from $17 upward a month, to 
relieve the state. By 1942, according 
to this Act, anyone wishing toAake 
advantage of this purchased insurance 
will have to give up working at 65 
years and pauperize himself for $17 n 
month. The smallness of this pension 
is due to the manner in which the' 
moneys are collected and handled. The 
federal government is aiming to cre¬ 
ate a large reserve, and in the first 3. 
years, the assessment is VA of em¬ 
ployees wages, VA from employer and 
1% from government. 

From 1940, the assessment rises 
Slowly till it reaches S'A from each 
contributing party. The yield will be 
enormous. But by 1970, the people 
expected to retire on this pension will 
be so great as to require more than 
the assessment of those years. But 
the 47 billion dollar fund which has 
been built up during early operations 
is expected to furnish interest to 
make up the; required amount. At the 
present time the government plans to 
borrow on the fund for its own expen¬ 
ses, replacing with government bond*. 
These bonds by 1971' or earlier will 
have to be redeemed to pay the pen- 
While theoretically the gov¬ 
ernment is saving for these future 
pension payments by use of its own 
bonds, actually it is borrowing back 
from itself. The main difficulty 
to he that the pension can only 


ernment’s right was

At the present time the T.V.A. own3 
almost all the power generated by the 
drop in the Tennessee Valley. Since 
T.V.A. has been- operating, utility 
rates have been halved, arid even at 
the present low rate T.V.A, will make 
profit to amortize completely the'act¬ 
ual cost of the properties in ten year3. 

Human Effect 

The human angle of this immense 
project is most important. To the pro¬ 
gram of flood control, power produc¬ 
tion and navigation has been added a 
most important function of soil saving. 
Erosion is terrific during wet seasons, 
but at Muscle Shoals the T.V.A. has 
perfected a super phosphate product 
from low grade ore. District agricul¬ 
turists are teaching the discouraged 
farmers how to keep their soil fertil¬ 
ity up, and how to farm. As a result 
of this combined activity this new area 
is one of the boon areas of the south 
The chief difference between T.V.A. 
and private utilities is not only that 
cheap ppwer is made available, but 
there is a steady rebuilding of a coun¬ 
try that would otherwise be unproduc¬ 
tive. Vet financially the scheme is 
sound. By 1943 the investment will be 
500 million. The money was borrow¬ 
ed by the government at 3 r A from the 
north-east section of the States. Over 
ten years this investment will have 
been repaid, and reserves accumulated 
for general upkeep.
